Demands Search 


Before Hoover's testimony, Sen- 


ator Bridges (R-NH) demanded 
a search in "high places" for any 
American contacts of the arrested 
scientist, 
German 
born 
Klaus 


Fuchs. 
Fuchs was arrested in 


London last Friday and charged 
with two violations of the official 


•5' secrets act. 


Bridges told a reporter FBI Di- 


rector J. Edgar Hoover will be 
questioned about that point tomor- 
row by a senate appropriations 
sub-committee. 


This group—of which Bridges is 


a member—already has talked 
with Hoover about the Fuchs case. 
The FBI chief had another date 
today to meet with the senate-

Had High Contacts 


"This man Fuchs," Bridges said, 


"must have had contacts in this 
country 
and we 
must 
follow 


through to find those contacts, par- 
ticularly to learn whether any of 
them tie into high places." 


A person, well acquainted with 


atomic developments, touching on 
the same theme, told a reporter 


.^ that all the evidence thus far pre- 


sented indicates that a number of 
other persons may have been in- 
volved with the British scientist. 


This authority, who insisted on 


anonymity, said many atomic doc- 
ument dating back to wartime have 
been missing for several years. 
"Fuchs and others who may have 
been involved in his case had ac- 
cess to these early plans," he said.

Russians Will 
Gangland Bomb Wrecks Home 
Of Vice, Gambling Racketeer 
Mickey Cohen on West Coast 


Los Angeles, Feb. 6.—-(AP)—A gangland bomb wrecked Mickey 


Cohen's $100,000 radar-protected home before dawn today but the lit- 
tle mobster—leading his usual charmed life—escaped unhurt. 


Mickey, his wife and a maid 


were home at the time—and the 
bedroom where Mickey usually 
sleeps is in pieces out in the front 
yard. His wife and the maid also 
were unhurt. 


The damage—estimated at $50,- 


000—was so great that 
police 


earlier reported that Cohen could 
not have been home and survived 
such a blast. 


Shattering Blast 


But the blast was so shattering 


that the police said they heard it 
even before Miss Jones called. The 
police station is three-and-a-half 
miles away from the Cohen home. 


Cohen and his wife were sleep- 


ing at the rear of the house. 


Police said Cohen wouldn't ex- 


plain why he changed bedrooms 
when he retired early today. Jt 
detective relayed this comment: 
"I wish I knew who the S O B's 
are who are doing this to me." 


This is the second attempt in 


less than a year to assassinate 
Cohen, boss 
of 
southern Cali- 


fornia's gambling rackets.

Cohen and four of his hench- 


men are currently on trial on 
conspiracy charges stemming from 
a beating of a radio shop owner 
last March 19. 
Two police of- 


ficers also are on trial.

monthly "Intelligence Digest" who 
claims to have sources of informa- 
tion on both sides of the iron 
curtain. 


"There Is Evidence" 


"There is now evidence of Rus- 


sia having already made an H- 
bomb," De Courcy asserted In a 
statement to the press. 
v "She has in fact made three 
and exploded one of them," the 
statement declared. 


De Courcy did not say when or 


where the purported 
hydrogen 


bomb was tested. 


De Ccurcy in January 1949, pre- 


dicted that Russia would attempt 
an 
atomic 
explosion in 
1949. 


President Truman in September 
revealed there had been an atomic 
blast in Russia. 


Last Jan. 5 De Courcy predicted

7 or Jan, 10, in blasting for an 
Asiatic irrigation project. 


Later he said this explosion had 


occurred as predicted, but there 
has been no conformation from 
any other source.

De Courcy, who claims to have 


an intelligence pipeline into Rus- 
sia, said today the Soviet scientists 
will touch off a series of 11 more 
atomic blasts starting March 3. 
He did not specify whether these 
would be hydrogen

In 
many cities, coal supplies for home 
heating are short.

strike or lockout affecting a sub- 
stantial part of the bituminous 
coal industry" and that the "strike 
01 lockout, if permitted to occur 
or to continue, will imperil the na- 
tional health and safety."

Last year's accident cost was 


47,200,000,000. compared with 


World War 1's $35,413,000,000. 


The National Safety Council, an- 


nouncing the figures today, said 
the 1949 all-accident death rate 
was 61.2 per 100,000 population. 


This is the lowest since 1900, 


when such records were first kept. 
The previous low was «4.3 in 1948, 
when 94,000 were killed.

use the method.

not only to "illegitimate" childien, 
but to those who are adopted, or 
whose parents happened to be in 
an institution at the time the 
child was born. 


Under the policy, only the per-

agencies, or individuals authorized 
by court order would have access 
to data on the birth certificate. 
The certificate could not be filed 
by a doctor or other attendant 
until he had been seen and ap- 
proved by either the father or the 
mother.

Political tactics which will be followed by the major 


parties were described by the New York Times in the follow 
ing words: "The administration's strategy probably will be 
along these lines: Push forward the Fair Deal here and there 
Keep alive the big issues of Taft-Hartley, civil rights an< 
others, and blame Republican 'obstructionism' for lack of 
action on them. Make the most of these issues in the No- 
vember elections. 


"The opposition strategy will be less unified but gen- 


erally along these lines: Fight hard for cuts in the budget 
and for lower taxes, and in this way bring pressure against 
a wide range of Truman proposals that involve expense , . . 
Counterattack day by day and watch for administration 
openings and mistakes that can be exploited." 


The Times also forecast which proposed major measures 


are likely to pass and which won't. It thinks the odds are 
in favor of expanded social security, aid to education, ERP, 
and military assistance to western countries. The odds are 
against health insurance, civil rights legislation, the Colum- 
bia Valley Authority, the St. Lawrence Seaway, Taft-Hartley 
repeal, tax increases, and the Brannan farm plan. It ob- 
served, "The legislative accomplishments of the new session 
will be small. Instead, the floors of congress will serve as a 
forum for political appeals by both sides, looking to election 
day, Tuesday, November 7." 


It has been a long time since any congress was so divided 


as this one, and had so many intensely controversial issues 
to wrangle about. In the early days of Franklin Roosevelt's 
New Deal a vast mass of unprecedented and experimental 
legislation went'through with hardly a tremor—but in those 
days the country was in a great depression, congress was 
confused and uncertain, and sentiment was in favor of try- 
ing almost anything. It wasn't until his second term that 
Mr. Roosevelt met effective and constant opposition. When 
the war came along, of course, domestic issues virtually dis- 
appeared. Even Mr. Roosevelt paid less and less attention 
to them, and immersed himself almost completely in the war 
effort. 


Mr. Truman, on the other hand, is proposing his own 


particular legislative revolution at a tiir.e when the national 
income is enormous, production is at near-record levels and 
the country ie at least superficially prosperous. The ever- 
increasing budgets have congress honestly worried at last. 
Moreover, fear of the welfare state is not confined to Repub- 
lican ranks—many Democrats are troubled too. 


The cards say that this year Mr. Truman will get only a 


small portion of what he wants. The elections of next No- 
vember will do much to determine what he will eventually 
get.

Readers have been writing to me 


about insufficient initial melds so 
today I'm going to explain a num- 
ber of rules applicable to varying 
situations. 


Q—Will you please clear up for 


our club members the rule on the 
proper procedure when an Insuffi- 
cient Initial meld has been made ? 


A—If you are playing two-har.d- 


ed Canasta there is no penalty for 
an initial meld. Simply pick up the 
cards and put them back in your 
hand. There are no penalty cards 
in two-handed Canasta. 


Let us say, however, that you 


are playing four-handed Canasta. 
You draw a card from the stock 
pile, and you meld 3 kings, 3 tens 
and 3 sevens. Your side has more 
than 1500 points on the score. You 
have melded only 75 points, and 
you are required to have an initial 
meld of 90 points. 


If attention is called to an illeg- 


al meld before the player has dis- 
carded, he may correct all or any 
part of it by rearranging the meld 
and/or by adding more cards to it. 
He cannot take back any cards 
that were down on the table and 
put them in his hand. 


If the player is unable to com- 


plete a legal meld, that is, increase 
it (in the case mentioned above) 
from 75 to 90, then every card 
down on the table becomes a pen- 
alty card. 


If the opponents call attention 


to the illegal meld after the player 
has discarded but before the next 
player completes his play, all of 
the cards in the illegal 
(insuffi- 


cient) meld become penalty cards. 
If the next player completes his 
play before calling attention to the 
error, this condones the error. 


If the player rearranges his meld 


and adds more cards to it to meet 
the minimum requirement, any 
cards down on the table that he 
does not use in the meld must re- 
main on the table as penalty cards. 


Returning to our case of the 


players who melded 3 kings, 3 tens 
and 3 sevens, and attention is call- 
ed to the fact that he has only 75 
points down, and needs 90—if he 
has no cards in his hand that he 
can add to the meld to fulfill the 
minimum requirement, the 9 cards 
down on the table become penalty 
cards. The player must discard 
them one at a time at his turn to 
Play- 
However, he has a perfect right 


to use them to pick up the pack; or 
if he drew a Joker, for example, on

emotion when the horrible revela- 
tions came the next summer. 


Ghastly Experience 


That was a ghastly experience 


in the lives of those who thought- 
lessly regarded baseball as a pub- 
lie treasure and trust. 
Baseball 


actually was and remains to this 
day, a private business, a depart- 
ment of the amusement industry, 
and the worst that could be said 
of the seven dishonest playerg was 
that they wilfully did less than 
their best for an arrogant, arbi- 
trary and stingy employer who 
enjoyed a spurious reputation as 
a sportsman. 
These ball-players 


were under no contract or legal 
obligation to the public. 
There 


was an illusion of public obliga- 
tion, but only an illusion. The 
public was never allowed to know 
the terms of their employment 
contracts with their boss, Charles 
A. Comiskey, who was known in 
sport page as "the noblest Roman 
of them all." He was so-called be- 
cause he always kept a cask of 
nutritious, 
character - building 


bourbon in a relaxing room at the 
ball-yard for a loose organization 
known as the Woodland Bards. He 
would not tell the sports writers 
how much he paid his players and 
they were forbidden to tell. 
It 


was understand, as indeed it fs 
among ball-players today, that the 
management would punish, them 
as agitators if they appealed to 
the public for sympathy through 
the sport-pages, in disputes over 
pay.. The club until then and for 
many years after was known as 
the greatest in baseball history. 
The punishment for "agitation" 
was banishment from the major 
leagues by a process known as 
whispering-out. 


Betrayed a Trust 


After the seven Benedict Arn- 


olds of baseball were cast out, a 
Milwaukee lawyer named 
Ray 


Cannon, who afterward went to 
congress, revealed that the av- 
erage pay of the whole team was 
about $3,000 a year. 
The con- 


tracts contained all the unfair, 
yellow-dog clauses of the pres- 
ent agreement plus some others 
that have been eliminated since. 
These reforms were directly due 
to this betrayal of trust. 


It is beyond me to recreate the 


loathesomeness of the sabotage 
which these men were guilty of. 
In the public mind these players 
were treated as Judas«s. 
They 


never were allowed to play in 
"organized" 
baseball again nor 


even to enter any major league 
park as paying spectators. 


In those days I was looked down 


upon for saying that these out- 
casts should have been allowed to 
plead extenuation and mitigation 
and that their employer and the

ahouid have been censured for 
selfish, arrogant and oppressive 
ways.
